music  periods  in  neighboring 
school  systems  and  the  conclu- 
sion that  Cohasset  gave  consi- 
derably more  time.

Walsh  said 
she  knew  the  motion  would  not 
pass,  but  considering  the  drop- 
ping enrollments  in  the  lower 
grades,  staff  reduction  at  the  se- 
cond grade  should  at  least  be 
consciously  acknowledged.
